UNRRA. Vno chief executive as- 
serted, will help funUsh medicine, 
food, clothiriff and basic necessities 
and oervlcea needed lo rMloro the 
(Ircngth of Ubcraled peoples.

The Madang assault, delivered by 
itrongly escorted forces ot Libera- 
tors and Mitchells, was tho heaviest 
raid of tho war on a New Guinea 
objective and was topped In tho 
southwest Pacltlc only by the 350- 
ton bombardment of liabaul.

Operating la dtrcct support ot

Ramu river valley toward tlie Japa- 
nese base on tho northeait Now 
coast, tho aerial fleet met 
opposition and Ineftcctlvo 
ground tire which dwindled and died 
as their explosives shattered tho 
enemy's defenses. 

Only one fighter waa lost on tho 
raid. eUo ot llio fleet was unspeci- 
fied but the bomb tonnage Indicated 
U.1C ot 300 or more aircraft.

Dt. MeCaiit^y said that the In- 
creaso in lite expectancy in tho last 
20 years has been chiefly due to 
the conquering of many diseases 
with the luo of sanitation and hy- 
giene, propnybixis ond effective 
treatment. Thcie diseases, he odd' 
ed, include typhoid, malaria, small- 
pox, diphtheria, the pneimionlaa and 
other Infections.

John Dot' hn.i the rlgtiL lata about post- 
war planning. A recently cDiuliicU^d poll by 
the ofllce of public opinion research at 
Princeton university revenls that Americans 
of both major parties nnd nil economic leV' 
els nre in prcpomlcmnt jig/eement on most 
at the urgent problems connected with our 
return to peacetinic living. AntI the thinking 
behind this agreement la undeniably cound. 

For example, 80 per cent of those polled 
favor a get-together of government, bual- 
ncsj and labor In banishing post-war unem- 
ployment, and 57 per cent believe Uiat this 
combination can banish It. There la virtually 
no political or economic cleavage In these 
opinions. 

Ovcrwlielmlng majorities also lavor main- 
tenance of food rationing and price control 
. after the war, If It Is necessary to Iced the 
starving people of liberated European coun- 
tries; favor the principles of soelat security; 
approve returning soldiers' getting (Irst 
choice of Jobs, receiving financial help from 
the gbvernment to finish schooling, set up 
a business or buy a home. But only 25 per 
cent would pay the soldiers a bonus. Flfty- 
clght per cent voted for releasing men from 
the services only when a Job for them iiad 
been found. 

Tliere arc dllferenccs of political opinion, 
quite naturally, on the question of what to 
do with war plants built and currently owned 
by the government, hut operated by private 
companies. The Idea of sclllnE the plants xo 
companies now running them appeals to 40 
per cent of those polled; 2a per cent would 
.—■■Have the government keep the plants and 
i.'-.-lrui) them, while 11 per cent favor a govem- 

indnt-buslness partnership. 
_^ - As to administration of post-war problems, 
' 75 per cent vote for a central agency to han- 
dle unemployment, reconversion, demobiliza- 
tion and similar matltrs, And of this fav- 
orable majority, 87 per cent would have labor, 
business and agriculture, as well as govern- 
jnent, represented In the committee. How- 
ever, 66 per cent feel that Industry cannot 
solve the problem of post-war employment 
■without government help, even though 73 
per cent feel their present Job will be safe 
after the war. 

Eighty-two per cent of those polled have 
' Invested In war bonds, and three-quarters of 
them plan to keep the bonds for a while and 
save their money. 

All of this may be a lot of dull talk In per- 
centages, but It adds up to some heartening 
. - conclusions. It Is -particularly encouraging to 
note this unanimity of post-war feeling In 
the light of all our present differences re- 
garding rationing, price celllnHs and gencTal 
government control. 

Whatever agency finally winds up with the 
tremendous task of leading us back: to a 
peacetime economy can start out with the 
assurance of Intelligent public opinion and 
the promise of co-operation it this poll Is ac- 
curate. That Is, the agency can count on these 
things If It follows the blueprint that public 
opinion has drawn. And It will look far to 
find a better one. 



CALL IT OLEO 
■Whatever decision the house of representa- 
tives may reach in the butter-oleomargarine 
controversy, there is one aspect of the situa- 
tion that probably will remain as confused 
as ever. Iliat is the problem ol how to pro- 
nounce margarine. 

Margarine Is derived (that la, the word, 
not the product) from the Latin margarita, 
meaning pearl, which In turn stems from 
the Qreclc margaron, also meaning pearl. 
Both root words arc pronounced with a hard 
g. as In Margaret, not a soft one, as In Mar- 
Jorle. Yet almost all of us pronounce It aa 
if It were spelled with a |. 

Dictionaries held out lor a long time 
against public pressure. But the latest edition 
of the Mcrrlam-Wcbstcr only adds to the 
confusion. It gives the word margarln, which 
la a concoction ol lats and greases, as being 
pronounce with a hard g. But when It adds 
a final e to the word, and specifies In the 
definition - that the margarln. Is the kind you 
, «prcad on bread, then It gives two choices of 
pronunciation, with the soft g first. 

Our own research, carried out with an ex- 
petidlture of time all out of proportion to 
tUe aubject'a Importance, has discovered no 
precedent lor a aolt g preceding an a. 

Reports from the house butter-margarine' 
committee bearings oiler no solution, but 
do suggest a compromise. It seems that all 
congressmen nnd some olcomargaclnc experts 
use thfl popular, or soft g, pronunciation. 
Purlsb, especially those from the OPA, brave- 
ly give it the hard g aa In Margaret 
, Bnt the butter men scomrully refer to the 
- rlv^ spread oloo. In fact, when they want 
■/to.. be. particularly dflrlslvc, they have been 
heard to refer to 'the product aa oley.

choloitlcal haznrd 
Involved In over, 
looklns the fre- 
quency of tuber-

ngecL Not only Is 
tuberculosis serious to the Older per- 
icn hlmielf, but because his cn;;e 
Is not K> likely to be detected at an 
early slage, he Is an unusual menace 
to his family and friends. 

Tho sjmploiM ol tubcrcultnls in 
youth stand out In bold relief 
■gainst -those of good tiealUi, but 
when tliese aama symptoms occur 
In the aged, they ore frequently 
ittrlbuled lo the Infirmities of ngc 
and are Iherctoro less likely to 
irouse suspicion. Tha routine school 
exsmlnatlons and those called for 
by Insurance and employment serve 
u a dragnet to round up the youth- 
iii vltUms bl tubtrculoalat but no 
comparable means has been devised 
to discover tuberculosis In the older 
port ol the population. 



Tlie plienomenal decrease In tu- 
berculcols among younger persons 
rrflecls tho efficiency of methods' 
.?"r„lM prevention, detection, 
and treatment. The high mortality 
ot the elderly is probobly duo* In 
part la the tact that the some de- 
gree of emphasli has not been plac- 
ed on the cOTlttil ol tuberculoaU In 
this group. Further Improvement In 
the control of tuberculosis dependa 
to a considerable degree upon de- 
tecting active tuberculosis in the 
older age group. 

Tuberculosis in older persons re- 
flects ttiB prc.ience of yesterday's 
epidemiology In today's society, and 
provides a strong link lo future 
cases. The aged tuberculosis patient , 
with n positive sputum Is " major 
public health problem. 

The Lwlatlon ot this older group 
1> a difficult and enormous prob- 
lem, bui equally complex problems 'i 
this iiriii have teen met belore. Ths 
earl}- detecllon ot tuberculoals In 
older percons depends upon the un- 
derslnnding that the onsot of the 
iS-mtoms is milder la youth, but that 
eouKh and fipectoratlon are tiauol, 
and Uiat fever, nlghl-sweals. an* 
hemorrhage are not uncommon.
